PROOF OF THE RELIABILITY 


OF THE FORD. 


Success of Three-Day Non-Engine Stop Test: Hcw 
The Cars Behaved: Not a Single Failure. 


VERY city, town and village of Great 
Britain, the Irish Free State and 
Northern Ireland was given an oppor- 
tunity last week of viewing the latest 
models of the Ford cars, and of observing 
how they stand up to their work in an 
unusually severe touring test, which im- 
posed conditions that were well calculated 
to disclose the dependability of these 
popular products, and, incidentally, their 
oil and petrol consumption. 

The trials in which these cars took 
part opened in numerous centres of the 
three countries last Monday evening at 
half-past fibe o'clock, and concluded on 
the following Thursday at the same hour, 
during which period the engines were to 
keep running—a 72-hour non-engine stop. 


334,930 MILES COVERED. 

Quite an interesting fact which emerged 
from the trials was that the remarkable 
distance of 334,930 miles was covered by 
the cars during the three days and nights 
of the test, and, judying by the wide- 
spread interest which was taken in the 
event by the inhabitants of the areas over 
which the circuits were run, no more 
striking method could be conceived of 
calling attention to the Ford products. 
Though speed capabilities did not in any 
way form a factor of the triais—all the 
cars were called on to do was to-travel 
at ordinary touring speed—it was no easy 
matter to convince the crowds that awaited 
the passing of the cars through the towns 
and villages, and cheered them as they 
sped along at forty or fifty miles an hour, 
that a race of Ford cars was not in 
progress. 

At some points of the Free State 
circuits interest in the trials became so 
great that even during the night-time 
spectators were to be found as the cars 
passed through. . 


THE FREE STATE CARS. 


In the Free State sixty cars, represent- 
ing 96 per cent. of the Ford dealers here, 
took part in the trials, the total mileage 
covered by them being 102,191 miles 
during the 72 hours. Not one car of the 
sixty that took part met with the 
slightest mishap, nor was there one soli- 
tary stop, which means that the engine 
of each car continued running for the full 
72 hours. 

The cars were neither specially selected 
nor tuncd up—most of them were taken 
from stock: some had been on the road 
for may thousands of miles, while one 
car had only completed a hundred miles 
before entering on the trials. Thus the 
cars were a varied lot. 

For instance, the sixty starters included 
a three years old car, which had com- 
pleted 60,000 miles before it undertook 
the test; a second car had done only a 
hundred miles, and the majority of the 
remainder had covered from two to ten 
thousand miles. The car entered by the 
C.A.B. Company of Cork did a journey 


| of 1.485 miles without adding a drop of 


oil or water during the whole run, and, 
while the petrol consumption was not 
taken into account, the final analysis 
showed that the average mileage obtained 
was 24.9 miles to the gallon. It must not 
be overlooked that in addition to the 
small Ford—the 14.9 h.p.—there were 
many of the 24 h.p. type. The longest 
distance covered by any of the sixty cars 
was done by Mr. Vickery, Bantry, w hose 
total was o 070 miles, while the smallest 
mileage was 1,300. 


THE START IN DUBLIN. 
On last Monday evening the seven cars 
which weré entered by the Ford dealers 
in the Dublin area assembled outside the 
Mansion House, and the Lord Mayor 
(Senator Alfred Byrne), having checked 
the speedometer of each car, sent them on 
their various circuits punctually at half- 
past five, amid the cheers of several 
hundred people who had congregated in 
the vicinity. From then until the follow-

Mr. K. L. Clarke, manager of Messrs. 
Ford’s Works, Cork, welcomed the dealers, 
and expressed his pleasure at being able 
to meet them after that very successful 
demonstration. He said that when they 
introduced Model A the dealers took what 
the company claimed for it on trust, and 
he was glad that it had justified all that 
had been said of it. Since it had been 
introduced their dealers had grown, and 
to-day they were 100 per cent. better than 
when the model came along. (Hear. hear.) 
It had helped the company, it had brought 
increased business to the dealers, while 
it supplied at a reasonable price to the 
public a good, dependable article, which 
gave long and valuable service. The im- 
provement in trade had since then gone 
on steadily, and their dealers were now 
in a better and more powerful position in 
the motoring world than ever they were 
before, (Applause. ) 


TRIBUTE TO DEALERS. 

The serics of reliability trials that had 
been carried out were.a great credit to 
them. The dealers went into the matter 
with grert enthusiasm, and they showed 
that Ford dealers were capable of giving 
a service second to none. It had also 
proved that the car was everything that 
they told the public it was. The tests 
had been entirely successful. These had 
taken up considerable time on the part of 
the dealers and their staffs, but he believed 
it was work well worth doing, because it 
would be reflected in the increased business 
that _ would assuredly follow. It was 
sufficient evidence of the completeness of 
the organisation of the Ford business that 
they were able to carry out such a re- 
markable test. The tests were carried out 
with standard cars, and they had succeeded 
in what they set out to do—interest the 
people in their various districts. 

On behalf of the company he expressed 
his thanks to the dealers for the en- 
thusiastic way in which they had entered 
into the demonstration, and he ‘elt sure 
that it would result in increased business 
for the company and the dealers. He did 
not know that there were so many “' speed 
merchants ” among their dealers. but 
with Mr. Louis Lemass doing at one period 
between sixty and seventy miles on one of 
his circuits, Sir Malcolm Campbell would 
have to look to his laurels. (Laughter and 
applause.) The demonstration showed real 
unity of purpose, which was one of the 
most important factors of success. (Ap- 
plause. ) 


GREAT SUCCESS OF TRIALS. 

Mr. <A. Hardcastle, sales manager. 
Messrs. Ford's, said that they were ver) 
anxious to get the Ford dealers together 
in order to offer them very sincere thanks 
and to congratulate them on the great 
success of the trials. The dealers had in 
this demonstration been selling cars by 
the thousand—quite unconsciously, per- 
haps, but, nevertheless, results would 
come along. 

Out of the seventy-three main and svb- 
contract dealers in the Free State; sixty 
had taken part in the Free State demon- 
stration, which was a great percentage. 
For 
instance, though petrol consumption did 
not count, the best average for an in- 
dividual car was 33.5 miles per gallon, 
while the average for all the cars was 24.9. 
and 51 per cent. of the cars running were 
of the 24 h.p. type. Only thirteen cars 
used more than eight pints of oil during 
the trials, and those that did use more 
did it quite unnecessarily. One dealer in 
Cork, the C.A.B. Company, did not re- 
plenish his oil or water supply during the 
1,485 miles that the car travelled. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

IN THE NORTH. 

In Belfast the distances covered totall.1 
22.350 miles, eleven dealers out of eighteen 
taking part. He had received a number of 
telegrams from the participants in the 
Free State trial, all telling how satisfac- 
torily the cars had operated. He was glad 
to know how interested the general public

FORD AFROPLANE ACTIVITY. 

The Ford Motor Company is concentrating 
its attention upon the development of three- 
engined aeroplanes. and the major activity 
et the Dearborn Aircraft Factorv will con- 
tinue to he the manufacture of this tvpe of 
‘plane, Mr. W. B. Mayo, head of the 
companv’s aircraft division, has announced. 

The Ford Motor Company is energising its 
aircraft development and will continue to 
concentrate those efforts upon tri-motored 
aircraft. of the tyne now being manufactured 
and of the tvpe it has always manufactured,”’ 
Mr. Mayo said: “ We have heen developing a 
single-motored transport, but for freight 
service solely. This machine is of virtually 
the same size as the Ford tri-motor, hut 
powered with a single large engine. 11S 
‘plane will have a lower top speed and a 
lower cruising speed than the new Ford tri- 
motors, which intended for passenger 
air lines and services. It will. he 
more economical to operate because high 
speeds will rot he essential, and less 
personnel will be required. 

“This ‘plane ‘will. however, be available 

use onlv as a freight carrier, and will 
not he of the type required for passenger 
transport. 

‘*The misapprehension as to the policy of 
the company may have arisen because of the 
fact that the comnany has recently advised 
owners of Ford three-engined ‘planes that 
when those earlier machines are supersede 
faster and more modern Ford aircraft 
they mav he easily converted into single- 
motored freight transports, similar to the 
new tyne of craft now under development. 

‘*So far as the renuirements of passenger 
air lines are concerned, the company 1s con- 
tinuing the development of the tri-motor 
transports. which now are standard equin- 
ment on manv of the principal American air 
lines, well as those in other countries. 
It also has been announced that the com- 
nanv has heen engaged for the nast two vea "s 
in the development of a larger 38-seated 
passerger transport, to be nowered by four 
motors. We now hone that early in the 
spring an announcement of this new develop- 
ment can be made. 

‘‘No experiments are being made in any 
way with a two-seated type of 'plane. ' 


THE FORD IN WINTER SPEED 
TRIALS. | 

Of the twenty-nine cars that competed in 
tie winter speed trials at Sweden fourteen 
Fords competed.

Som weeeks ago—on the 29th May to be 
exact—I mentioned in the Diary that a 
rambling club was being formed in Dublin. 
which intended to provide hostels for its 
members. The club has called itse]f ' An 
Oige,” otherwise the Irish Youth Hostel 
Association, and the object of it is to help 
all, but especially young people, to a 
greater knowledge, use and love of the 
countryside—particularly by providing 
hostels and other simple accommodation 
for them when travelling, The secretaries 
are Miss Ruth Patten, of Trinity College, 
and Mr. B. Bradley, of University College. 

The first hostel has been established at 
Duff House, Lough Dan, County Wicklow, 
for male members, while accommpdation 
for women is arranged at Byrne's! Hotel, 
Roundwood. It is hoped in due course 
to provide a chain of hostels all over the 
country and to establish branches of the 
Association in all the principal towns in 
Ireland. 

Admission to the hostels will only be on 
production of cards of membership, and, 
as the annual subscription is only five 
shillings, it is hoped soon to have a very 
large membership. 

Like the rambling associations in Eng- 
land, “' An Oige ” objects to the word 
‘* hikers.”’ 


Good Paper from Old Money. 


I see that Uncle Sam has discovered a 
way of utilising his old “ Greenbacks ’”’ 
or returned paper money, and hopes to 
make a profit out of it. He has rather 
a large stock on hands, too, because a 
new dollar bill was issued in July, 1929, 
which was much smaller than the o'd one, 
and, being made of tougher paper, is ex; 
pected to last much longer. In the first 
vear of issue of the new bills the United 
States saved $2,000,000 by their use, and 
they expect to save more as they replace 
the old issue. 

Most of the larger notes have been 
returned, amounting to 721,000,000 notes, 
worth the .eeemons amount io of 
$4,388,000,000. It is provosed to put all 
these old bills throvgh a machine. 
recently invented, whi-h will wash out of 
them all the ink and colouring matter 
When they have been thoroughly washed 
and pulped, a high grade paper will 
finally be produced, even better than the 
original paper used in making the notes. 
By this process the United States 
Treasury hopes to save some millions of 
dollars, because old paper money had 
formerly to be destroyed when returned, 
and this was a loss to the Treasury of the 
intrinsic value of the paper. 

I suppose that the process will spread 
to England and Ireland in due course, 
and I am rather looking forward to 
writing my letters on ex-bank notes some 
time in the near future.

A RUMOUR DENIED.

ELECTION APATHY.

THE SOJOURN OF THE NAUTILUS,

submarine during her three-days’ stay at 
the port. :

As a matter of fact, there is no cause 
for alarm ; for the situation would appear 
to be, in effect, precisely as it was before. 
If an insured householder pays the cost of 
attendance of the Fire Brigade, he will, 
presumably, be able to recover the money 
from his insurance company. 


ROAD TRAFFIC, 


That hardly. annual, the ‘rail versus 
road ” question, came up again the other 
day, when the Cork Harbour Board passed 
a resolution urging the Government to 
provide additional legislation for road 
traffic. It was pointed out that the 
lorries and 'buses are competing on unfair 
terms with the railways, the latter even 
having to pay rates for the upkeep of 
roads used by their competitors. ‘om- 
plaints were also made of the absence of 
standard charges, and the general freedom 
from restriction which the ‘buses and 
lorries at present enjoy. 

Motor transport, perhaps, does not 
deserve all the hard things that 
been said about it. In County Cork it 
has opened up the country in a way that 
the railways could never have done, and 
is proving a boon to the inhabitants of 
outlying districts, who were before com- 
pletely out of touch with the towns. At 
the same time, its growth has been un- 
disciplined, and some sort of legislation 
is undoubtedly due. At present there are 
4,500 lorries operating in Cork County 
and over one hundred ‘buses daily, and 
their numbers seem to be still increasing.

After some delay caused by the 
aeroplane landing in a mud-hole at 
Blagovyeschensk, from which it could 
only be extracted by the use of a tractor. 
Mr. Wiley Post and Mr. Harold Gatty, who 
have already covered half their ten days’ 
world-flight, took off at 2.25 G.M.T. this 
morning for Khabarovsk, which they 
reached at 6.30 a.m., G.M.T. The next 
stretch of their flight will take them from 
the most easterly coasts of the Old World 
to the most westerly of the New. They 
expect to start early to-morrow morning 
on the 2,500 mile journey over the island 
of Sakhalin, the Sea of Okhotsk. Kam- 
chatka and the Behring Sea to the barren 
ice-bound shores of Alaska, where they 
will land at the little coastal township of 
Nome. When the airmen reach Nome 
they will still have some 4,000 miles to 
cover before they are back in New York. 

Their next stop is Edmonton (Alberta). 
a distance of 1,900 miles: then Cleveland 
(Ohio), another 1,700 miles, with a final 
short stage of 400 miles to New York. 

The airmen started refuelling as soon as 
they arrived at Khabarovsk. They had 
planned to leave as soon as the refuelling 
was completed, but they later decided to 
wait till morning.

Mr. Mansfield, continuing, criticised the 
Land Commission for what he described as 
their ‘“‘snail-slow process” of division of 
land actually. acquired, and said that the 
Commission, true to their traditional policy, 
were keeping off the best land and facilitating 
the purchase of moors and bogs in Connaught. 

A resolution was passed demanding the 
acquisition and division of the Greenfield’s 
estate, and strongly urging the Land Commis- 
sion to take action immediately, in view of 
the very large number of disemployed 
workers and the eviction of disemployed 
people on the estate out of their homes, which 
they had tenanted for generations, If the 
Land Commission speeded up the division of 
the estate in accordance with their exhaustive 
powers, it would do much for the prosperity 
and peace of the district. 

The resolution further deelared that in any 
distribution of . 2 estate the claims of dis- 
employed workers, local uneconomic holders 
and representatives of genuine evicted tenants 
should be first met as fully as possible. 

Attention also was called to the extreme 
slowness in the division of land in Counties 
lipperary and Limerick, and a strong demand 
was made that ranches taken over should be 
allotted with the least possible delay.

The Association has as its primary object 
the maintenance of the friendships and the 
preservation of the spirit of comradeship 
fostered by the regiment during the various 
campaigns in which it took part. 

Lieutenant - Colonel McCarthy - Morrogh, 
C.M.G., presided, and almost one hundred 
ex-members, including a representative con- 
tingent from Limerick, were present. 

After the toasts of ‘‘ The King,” “Our 
Fallen Comrades,’’ “ The Regiment,” and 
“The Irish Free State,” had been duly 
honoured the Chairman, in a short speech, 
paid tribute to the work of the Association. 
and mentioned that while the dinner in Cork 
was in progress telegrams exchanging good 
wishes had passed between the secretary in 
Cork, Mr. Sheehan, and Colonel 8. T. 
Canning, C.M.G., secretary of the annual 
dinner of the London branch, then being 
held at the Duke of York’s School, Chelsea. 

Lieut. J, O'Shea, who proposed the toast 
of “ Our Guests,’’ outlined the objects of 
the Association, and intimated that a move- 
ment was om foot to organise an Armistice 
Day dinner in Cork each year, a function at 
which not only themembers of the Munsters, 
but all ex-Service men might be present. As 
far as the present dinner was concerned, he 
added, the attendance was representative of 
many branches of the Forces, and in pro- 
posing the toast of “ Our Guests ” he coupled 
the names of Captain Callaghan, D.S8.0O., 
formerly of the Lancashire Fusiliers and now 
an official of the Colonial Service; Mr. Cole, 
of the R.D.F.: Mr. Cunningham, of the 
King’s Shropshire Light Infantry; Mr. 
Osborne, of the Royal Flying Corps.; Mr. 
J. O’Connell. and Mr. Brooke-Brasier, the 
latter a champion of every cause of the ex- 
Serviceman. These guests had come to do 
honour to the deeds, the memory and the 
men of the Munsters. 

Captain Newnham associated himself with 
the toast. 

SPIRIT OF THE MUNSTERS. 
Captain Callaghan, replying, said that, 
looking round that assembly, he was struck by 
the truth of the song, “Oid soldiers never 
die.” That song which they lilted as they 
carried their packs along the muddy roads 
of France and Flanders expressed the spirit 
of the Munsters then as now, and it was no 
astonishment to find that, though the regi- 
ment had been disbanded many years, they 
could muster together such a splendid gather- 
ing. Many of their comrades were sieeping 
their long sleep in foreign fields, but their 
memory and the memory of their unit lived 
and would live on. As one who had spent 
some years in different outposts of the world, 
he knew that any man who had served with 
the Munsters was assured of a hearty welcome 
wherever ex-Service men congregated. He 
hoped that as the years rolled on the friend- 


the war years would be welded closer, so that 
soldiers irrespective of rank or unit would 
assist each other, each to each, until such 
time as they reformed in their battalions 
‘‘ over there.” 

Mr. J. O’Connell, who also responded, said 
that, notwithstanding the efforts of the 
League of Nations, he still felt that there was 
a great deal to be said for the words used by 
a man not very popular in Cork: “ Put your 
trust in God and keep your powder dry. 
(Laughter and applause.) As long, however, 
as there were such men as those who had 
served in the Munsters—ready to play their 
part in either peace or war—the spirit of the 
world would be all right.

BELFAST, Saturday. 

The last of the series of thirteen orchestral 
concerts organised by the Belfast Corporation 
and the Belfast Station of the B.B.C. was 
heid in the Ulster Hall, Belfast, this evening, 
and it was undoubtedly the most successful 
from the musical. point of view. Afforded a 
wide range of material, the orchestra pre- 
sented to a packed audience a gallery of 
exquisite tone paintings under the direction 
of a master mind in Sir Henry Wood. With 
that supreme authority that is characteristic 
of him. Sir Henry infected the players with 
his enthusiasm, and they rose triumphantly 
to the occasion, especially in the symphonic 
suite, ‘‘Scheherezade’’ (Rimsky-Korsakov), 
of which a polished and genuine reading was 
given. The composition had many startling 
climaxes and points which were treated with 
thrilling effectiveness, especially by an out- 
standing brass section. In contra-distinction 
nothing was more captivating than the 
polished and delicate treatment meted out by 
the wood-wind and string departments to 
movements demanding very fine playing. Mr. 
Philip Whiteway deserves a special word of 
praise for the excellence of his solo violin 
work, which was graciously acknowledged by 
Sir Henry Wood at the conclusion. 

A GOOD PERFORMANCE. 

Next in order of merit was Wagner's 
Prelude to Act III. of Tannhauser, with 
which the concert opened. Much dramatic 
matter, which is invariably omitted from per- 
formances of this work, was included to great 
advantage, and the performance was one of 
vivid and imaginative power. Handel's 
ballet music and overture from the opera 
'“Alcina is lacking in colour, and the 
orchestral exposition, therefore, suffered in 
effectiveness. With the overture, ‘‘William 
Teli’’ this was not so. Its varying themes 
and moods were given very precise and 
colourful interpretation. The lighter side wis 
rovided by such a dainty composition as 
Paderewski’s Minuet in G—originally for the 


pianoforte, but set for the orchestra without 
the loss of any of its gracefulness and 
my There also was Granados’ “Three 
Spanish Dances,’’ orchestrated by Sir Henry 

ood, and played with commendable taste- 
fulness.

Laval’s proposed reply to the Hoover 
scheme for a world moratorium in respect 
of war debts. At one stage of the debate 
a defeat for the Government seemed to be 
almost inevitable. M. Franklin Bouillon 
made his usual attack on M. Briand; 
but M. Leon Blum, the Socialist 
leader, made a brilliant defence of the 
Government’s plan, with the result that 
the Socialists came to M. Laval’s rescue, 
giving him a comfortable majority. The 
next move lies with Mr. Hoover. France 
has accepted the proposed moratorium, but 
has made important reservations which 
may wreck the whole scheme. The Presi- 
dent of the United States insisted from 
the outset that his proposals must be either 
accepted or rejected; there must be no 
haggling. The British Government, adopt- 
ing what the German newspapers describe 
as “ a magnanimous attitude,” promptly 
accepted the plan in foto, although it 
means a sacrifice of some £11,000,000 at a 
time when Britain can ill afford to sacrifice 
anything. On the other hand, the French 
Government seems to have treated the 
matter with a certain amount of suspicion. 
It insists that Germany must pay her 
‘‘ unconditional ” instalments of about 
£30,000,000 to the Bank of International 
Settlements in order to maintain the prin- 
ciple of payment. The bank, however, 
may re-lend the money to Germany, so 
that the payments may be kept in the 
German economic system. France makes 
other reservations, but this demand is the 
most important. Some of the speakers in 
the Chamber debate wished to reject Mr. 
Hoover's offer altogether on the ground 
that it was an insult to French pride, and 
that it had been arranged between Wash- 
ington and London, without reference to 
the Quai d’Orsay. Virtually every French- 
man objects to the plan for one reason or 
another. 

The French attitude may be reduced to 
a single phrase—fear of Germany, On the 
very morning of the debate in the 
Chamber a vote of nearly £20,000,000 was 
passed for purposes of defence. No man 
can be sufficiently foolish to assert that 
there never will be another war; but 
there can be very little hope of European 
peace on the basis of mutual suspicion. 
International relations since 1918 have 
been ‘hedged about by all sorts of safe- 
guards against aggression. The League 
of Nations exists for the purpose of pre- 
venting war. Locarno’s pact was designed 
specifically to make war between France 
and Germany impossible; and by virtue 
of that instrument Germany actually has 
guaranteed France’s eastern frontier. Then 
there are the General Act and a host of 
other treaties, pacts and arrangements, 
with the Kellogg Pact as a grand finale, 
outlawing war from the face of the earth. 
Do these solemn pledges mean anything 
at all? Must the nations continue to arm 
against one another in spite of them? The 
greatest virtue of Mr. Hoover’s plan, as 
we think, lies in its completeness. There 
is nothing niggling or half-hearted about 
it; it means a clean slate for a year. 
Yesterday Mr. Mellon, Secretary of the 
United States Treasury, had long talks 
with the French’ authorities, and 
there is a suggestion of another com- 
promise. We do not know whether or not 
Mr. Hoover will agree to any reservations 
even for the sake of French adherence to 
his plan; but one thing is certain. 
Half measures never will save Europe.

The Spanish Elections. 


Yesterday the people of Spain cast their 
votes for order or for disorder. This 
general election—the first held since 1923 
—will appoint the Constituent Cortes, 
whose prime object is to give Spain a Con- 
stitution. Reports from Barcelona, which 
ascribe a very large majority to foliewers 
of Colonel Macia, suggest that the 
proclamation of a Catalan Republic may 
succeed the elections. In Spain, proper, 
however, the full results will not be known 
for at least two days, and it is impossible 
to forecast them ; for such city votes as are 
declared give no indication of the country 
results. There is a bewildering 
multiplicity of parties, merging into one 
another by almost imperceptible degrees. 
One thing is strikingly certain: that the 
old clash between Republcan and 
Monarchist sentiment will not form an 
issue either now or for a long time. Out 
of all Spain only six  professedly 
Monarchist candidates have been nomi- 
nated, although the Republican Right, 
under Sefior Alcala Zamora, the Pro- 
visional President, and Sefior Maura, 
represents a very strongly conservative 
élement, which, while accepting the 
Republic, is indisposed towards further 
viglent reform. The backbone of the 
Cortes probably will be formed by the 
Socialists, in combination with the

A Royal Display, 


In numbers of personnel and machines 
the Royal Air Force is inferior to the air 
forces of at least three Powers ; in quality 
of men and machines it holds an acknow- 
ledged supremacy. The Force’s annual 
display at Hendon, last Saturday, engaged 
two hundred aeroplanes of many types; 
and the enjoyment of half a million people, 
who watched the difficult manceuvres, 
executed at dazzling speed, was not marred 
by a single accident. This display will be 
memorable in the annals of military flight ; 
for it marked the beginning of a new 
period in Britain’s air defence. Within 
recent months the general speed of Royal 
Air Force machines has been quickened 
by at least sixty miles an hour. Last 
Saturday new, or improved, types were put 
through their astonishing paces. The Fury 
single-seater has a special charge to inter- 
cept aerial attacks on London; when 
approaching raiders are signalled it can 
climb to 20,000 feet in eleven minutes. and 
can reach the coast at a speed of 214 miles 
an hour. The Hart day bomber, in which 
No. 12 Squadron displayed brilliant and 
accurate evolutions, has a top speed of 177 
miles an hour. Hitherto the bombing 
type has been counted a comparatively 
slow machine ; but now the British bomber 
is faster than the fastest fighter in any 
other country’s service. The new Bulldog 
fighter, which has superseded the Siskins. 
was flown last Saturday by three 
squadrons. It can reach 179 miles an 
hour, and all Great Britain, outside 
London, is its area of defence. The pilots 
of all these fast machines last Saturday 
were not specialists, and soon the whole 
Air Force will command the new resources 
of speed. As the Aeronautical Corre- 
spondent of The Times has pointed out, 
the new machines owe much to British 
concentration on the Schneider Trophy 
Race. Of course, other countries will 
emulate the British improvements; and 
last Saturday’s display well may have 
caused the spectators to shudder at the 
prospect of the next war. In some, how- 
ever, 1t may have inspired a further 
thought. If and when universal disarma- 
ment comes, what will replace the training 
which now creates the superb discipline, 
efhciency and esprit de corps of the 
British Navy, Army and Royal Air 
Force ? 


Italian Shipyards. 


While the streets of Belfast no longer 
ring to the tread of the great army of 
‘Islandmen,’’ Italian shipyards are 
attracting orders from all quarters of the 
world. Labour is cheap in Italy, and the 
Government has done everything in its 
power to usurp for Trieste the once un- 
challenged supremacy of the Clyde and 
the Lagan. In 1926 shipbuilders were 
encouraged for the first time by subsidies 
and concessions. They were granted 
exemption from import duties on ship- 
building material and relief from income 
tax on the earnings of vessels which they 
constructed ; and they received a direct 
subsidy on tonnage. The basis of subsidy 
was changed three years later to speed ; the 
subsidies themselves were increased, and 
the period of exemption from income tax 
was extended from five years to ten. The 
main result of these policies is that ship- 
building in Italy is exceptionally cheap. 
British shippers, for example, have dis- 
covered that they can order vessels from 
Trieste at conspicuously less cost than 
from any British yard; and at the 
moment four British tankers and various 
small vessels are under construction at 
that port, side by side with three tankers 
for an American oil company. Activity is 
not confined to passenger and commercial 
vessels. The Italian yards have obtained 
orders for vessels from such diverse 
countries as the Argentine, Portugal, 
Turkey and Soviet Russia. Thus the 
virtuous circle, if we may coin a phrase, 
is complete. Italy, producing ships at 
low cost, obtains orders from foreign 
customers, which in turn have reduced 
construction costs still further on Italian 
vessels, Subsidies are rarely a good 
thing, but in this case the Italian Govern. 
ment seems to have acted well.

Sir,—In your reference to the death of 
Mons. Michel Jammet you state that ‘ M. 
Jammet came to Ireland as chef to Lord 
Dudley,’ and “when Lord Dudley went to 
England, about the year 1900, M. Jammet 
decided to remain in Ireland.” This is not 
quite correct. Jammet came to Ireland with 
Lord Cadogan in 1895, and, after remodelling 
Corless’s Restaurant, opened. that establish- 
ment just previous to Lord Cadogan’s retire- 
ment in 1902. Lord Dudley succeeded Lord 
Cadogan in the latter year. Lord Dudley's 
chef was Signor Lama, an Italian with French 
training. He was, subsequent to Lord Dudley's 
retirement, chef at Claridge’s, London. 

[ had the good fortune to work in con- 
junction with both these gentlemen—each a 
master of his art—for many years at the 
Viceregal Lodge and the Castle. Their styles, 
though faultless, were scmewhat different. 
It was a remarkable fact that Lord Cadogan 
could detect the absence of Jammet’s per- 
sonal touch in some of the dishes served in 
the temporary employment of additional 
chefs during the Castle seasons. Similariy, 
Lord Dudley, when dining on one occasion at 
Claridge’s, complimented the manager on the 
excellence of the cursine, remarking, with re- 
gard to one particular dish, thatshe had never 
had it produced exactly the same or go de- 
lightiul, except by one chef. When asked 
who the chef was, he said that his name was 
lama. “That is,” replied the manager, 
“rather a coincidence. Lama is the name of 
our present chef." Needless to say, Lord 
Dudley was not aware of this, but, with his 
usual thoughtfulness for all those who had 
worked for him, he sent for, and once more 
complimented, Lama. Both these great chefs

at various times superintended the produc- 


tion of State banquets to Queen Victoria 
and her two successors, and were comphi- 
mented by them and by many other dis- 
tinguished people. 

If I may venture a personal opinion, | 
would say that Jammet and Lama were the

RUMOURS OF A NEW 
REPUBLIC, 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BARCELONA, Sunday. 

The elections to the Constituent Cortes 
of the Spanish Republic in Catalonia and 
its capital were marred to-day by one 
shooting incident in which two people were 
killed in the environs of Barcelona. 

With this exception all has so far 
passed peacefully. The priests easily pre- 
dominated in the early morning queues 
that lined up to await the opening of the 
polling booths. 

When making a tour after the polling 
booths had closed Colonel Macia, the 
veteran Catalan President. was mobbed 
br the crowd of his admirers. The im- 
pression is that his party has secured the 
majority of seats, and that the rest are 
rouchlyv divided between the Radical- 
Republicans, under Sefior Lerroux, the 
Foreign Minister and Republican veteran, 
and the Regionalists. ‘he Communists 
are believed to have polled only an in- 
significant number of votes.

The exhibition of the R.A.F. method of 
supply-dropping from aircraft was included 
in the programme. A torpedo-shaped bomb- 
like container, divided into four sections, is 
used. The first section, which is hemis- 
pherical, is hollow, and is designed to take 
the shock of landing. The hinder section 
contains the packed parachute, which opens 
automatically. The two middle sections con- 
tain the eighty lbs. load, which may be 
liquid or’ solid food, gun parts, or instru- 
ments. 

Refuelling in the air by means of a hose 
connecting. two machines cleverly flown, one 
just at the right height above the other; a 
blazing kite balloon, some fine aerial duelling 
and “'crasy ” flying, the shooting up of 
balloons in the form of antediluvian and 
other morstrous creatures, and other items 
made up a varied programme. Afterwards 
enme the latest marvel of the R.A.F.—the 
aeroplane throwing catapult. Compressed 
air engines, developing 4,000 horse-power, 
give the power to this device, which is used 
in practice to launch aircraft in a restricted 
space. For this purpose a land-catapulting 
apparatus—as distinct from the ship's cata- 
pult used on warships and liners—was used 
for the first time in public. It has been 
developed by the staff of the Royal Aircraft 
Establishment. The power of the compressed 
air engines was. augmented by the aeroplanes 
600 h.p., already running at full throttle. 
The aeroplane, a “ Virginia,” weighing about 
nine tons, was pulled forward on a cable 
extending in front of it, and returning over 
a pulley in the ground to the drum, on which 
it was rapidly wound by the power of the 
engines. In less than three seconds the 
machine travelled 100 feet, and. had acquired

SIR JOHN SIMON’S LETTER. 


The text of Sir John Simon’s letter is 
as follows:— | 

“My pear SINCLAIR,—Last Wednesday 
the official Liberal Party in the House of 
Commons reached a lower depth of 
humiliation than any into which it has 
yet been led. To the distrust of the 
electors, the disapprova: of Liberals in 
the country, and the jeers of Conservatives 
has now been added the outspoken con- 
tempt of Mr. Snowden just at the moment 
when the Liberal leader was trying to 
make out that his abandonment of a pro- 
claimed past was a triumph of dis- 
‘Interested statesmanship. 

“Five weeks ago the official Liberal 
view was that the land clauses of the 
Budget embodied the same principle as 
the Liberal land taxes of 1909-10. Mr. 
Lloyd George gave them in advance his 
enthusiastic blessing. 

_““ When I pointed out the manifest dis- 
tinctions between the Liberal taxes and 
these new imposts, and urged that nobody 
could defend the present proposals unless

upon the owners of land, merely because 
it was land which they owned, Mr. Llovd 
George went to Edinburgh, and was so 
much impressed by what he saw and heard 
that he declared that a ‘grave political 
crisis’ was threatened. He was impelled 
by ‘conscientious scruples’ to denounce 
what was ‘unjust,’ and he was going to 
stand by the amendment to prevent double 
taxation, ‘whatever the consequences may 

‘‘ Mr. Snowden took the proper measure 
of these brave words, and it is manifest 
to everybody that the voice of conscience 
has been stifled, and double taxation hus 
been swallowed for fear of consequences.

Al] 
that Mr. Snowden has yielded is a portion 
of his revenue. On every point of prin- 
ciple the Liberals have made a complete 
climb-down.’ 

'“ Every man is the guardian of his own 
self-respect ; but, whatever others may do, 
I must formally dissociate myself from a 
course ‘which has led to this pitiful ex- 
hibition, so I write to say that I do not 
desire further to receive your- official 
Whip.

AWAITING NEWS FROM 
U.S. AND GERMANY. 


———— 
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From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
: PARIS, Sunday. 

The report of Mr. Mellon on the Paris 
negotiations is now before Mr. Hoover, 
and the United States President’s reply 
ought to be in Mr. Mellon’s hands before 
the conversations are resumed to-morrow. 

M. Laval put several questions to Herr 
von Hotesch, the German Ambassador, 
when he saw him on Saturday evening, 
for reference to Berlin. France requires 
assurances from Germany that the 
10,500,000,000 francs (£84,000,000) of 
which Germany is to be the. beneficiary 
this year will be devoted to strictly 
economic ends, and that in the political 
domain there shall be an end of sword- 
rattling in Germany and a sincere effort 
to co-operate with France in the interests 
of European peace. 

The German Cabinet was to meet te 
day, so tomorrow the negotiations in 
Paris will be continued in the light of 
the answers received from Washington and 
Berlin. The belief prevails that ap 
arrangement will Be speedily reached on 
the main issue, even if some det: ‘ls of 
application take longer to settle. 

CABINET’S VICTORY. 

Meanwhile the strictly financial side of 
the scheme is receiving attention. The 
French Parliament, which, after an all- 
night sitting, endorsed the Government's 
reply to Mr. Hoover by the handsome 
majority of 197 votes, the Socialists voting 
with the Government, is in no mood to 
sanction further concessions, and the 
French negotiators will undoubtedly make 
clear that it will be difficult for them to 
go beyond the mandate given them by 
Parliament. 

Negotiations, informal in character, but 
of important bearing on the moratorium 
proposal, were continued to-dav at a 
luncheon party given by M. Flandin. 
French Minister of Finance, in honour of 
Mr. A. W, Mellon, the American Secretary 
for the Treasury. 


AN INFORMAL TALK, 


It had been statéd that owing to the 
Sabbatarian principles of the American 
delegates in Paris négotiations would be 
interrupted over the Sunday, but there was 
nothing to prevent an informal talk around 
the luncheon table, and this is what took 
place to-day. 

Mr. Edge was one of the guests, who 
included Senator Berenguer, formerly 
Ambassador to the United States: M. 
Moret, Governor of the Bank of France: 
M. Emile Moreau, Governor cf the Bank 
of Paris et Pays Bas; Mr. Joseph Simon, 
ceneral manager of the Société Générale;

AMERICAN HOPES.

BIG FIRE AT PARIS 
EXHIBITION, 


PRICELESS WORKS OF 
ART DESTROYED.

PARIS, Sunday. 

The Dutch Pavilion, one of the gems of 
the Colonial Exhibition here, was burned 
to the ground in the early hours of this 
morning, and the loss is estimated at any- 
thing up to (fifty million francs 
(£400,000). The pavilion itself, a copy of 
a Sumatra pagoda, was a masterpiece, 
and contained priceless art collections. 

The fire, which broke out in a small 
room containing the electric switchboard, 
spread rapidly, the light materials of 
which the pavilion was made burning like 
matchwood. The night watchman gave 
the alarm, and then woke up the architect 
of the pavilion and his wife, who lived on 
the premises; and who just had time to 
escape by the window in their night- 
clothes. 

The architect's first thought was to run 
to an adjoining building, in which a 
troupe of Javanese dancers was lodged. 
The dancers were quickly up and out, so 
that there was no loss of life. 

An army of firemen was rushed up and 
got the fire under control in an hour or 
two. Marshal Lyautey, the “ father ” 
of the exhibition, and other authorities 
were also soon on the scene. Princess 
Juliana and the wife of the Dutch 
Minister arrived later, and were visibly 
affected at the sight of the charred ruins 
of the pavilion, which the Queen of 
Holland inaugurated only a week ago.

A® equestrian statue of Earl Haig was 
unveiled in the Place du Theatre, 

the largest square of this little town, 
to-day. The entire cost of the memorial 
was defrayed by the private subscriptions 
of French citizens. 

' The unveiling ceremony was performed 
in the presence of a large and distin- 
bas gathering, representative of Great 

ritain and France, who listened to the 
following message which Admiral Lord 
Jellicoe had received from the Prince of 
Wales:— - 
“I regret that I cannot be present 
at the ceremony on Sunday, but, in 
common with all those who proudly 
served with our French comrades 
during the war, I am deeply sensible 
of the honour accorded to the memorr 
of Field-Marshal Lord Haig. We 
have a statue of Marshal Foch in 
London, which it was my privilege 
personally to unveil, and I am glad 
that a statue of Lord Haig has been 
erected at Montreuil to commemorate 
on French soil his devoted services to 
the Allied cause. I am confident that 
the united admiration of the French 
and British peoples for this great 
soldier will form a further bond 
between the two countries.” 


WAR MEMCRIES, 


The statue, which is of bronze. is the 
work of the well-known French sculptor, 
Paul Landowski. It is surrounded by a 
railed-off plot planted with hydrangeas, 
and having a border of red and green, 
bearing the initials ‘‘ D.H.”’ 

The buildings round the square almost 
entirely escaped damage during the war. 
The most prominent of them is the white- 
walled theatre, which served as a church 
for the British troops. A little over a 
mile away is the Chateau de Bourepaire, 
the residence of an old Picard family, 


Headquarters of the British Army from 
February, 1916, until April, 1919. 


It was at the chateau that yesterday’s 
ceremonies | -gan with the inauguration of 
a plaque bearing the simple statement 
that Lord Haig lived there during the 
period mentioned. 

Lady Haig then led the way back to 
Montreuil, where a reception was held in 
the Hotel de Ville. She was accompanied 
by her two daughters, Lady Alexandra 
Haig and Lady Victoria Scott. 


UNVEILING CEREMONY. 


The sun was high and the temperature 
almost tropical when troops and guests 


took up their positions around the statue, 
which was draped in muslin. with the Red 
Fnsign and Tricolour joined together and 
flung over the front. 

Lady Haig was given a seat next to M. 
Maginot, the Minister of War, in the front 
row of the stand of honour, and on either 
side were Lord Tyrrell, the British Ambas- 
sador; Lord Jellicoe, Lord Allenby and 
Marshal, Petain (the retired Commander- 
in-Chief of the French Army). 

Before the statue stood a group of 
soldiers in khaki—four of different ranks 
from each of the regiments with which 
Lord Haig was most prominently asso- 
ciated. 

M. Maginot pulled the veil down from 
the statue and the Republican Guards’ 
band struck up “ God Save the King,” 
which was followed by the “ Marseillaise,”’ 
after which the speeches began. 


WAR MINISTER’S TRIBUTE. 


Lord Allenby, speaking in fluent French, 
said that the British nation would never 
forget the kindness and encouragement 
which the people of Montreuil extended to 
their chief. 

M. Maginot recalled that it was fifteen 
years to a day since the Battle of the 
Somme, the first large-scale engagement 
which Marshal Haig undertook. He re- 
traced at great lencth Lord Haig’s war 
career, with special reference to the 
sacrifice he made in consenting to unity of 
command uader Marshal Foch. 

‘‘ He was, above all, a gallant man and 
a great soldier,’’ added the War Minister. 
The sacrifices of the United Kingdom in 
the War had been horribly cruel, but, in 
entering the war on the side of France 
and making a rolte face with the past us 
she did, Great Britain took a decisive 
step in her existenoe.”’ 

After a large number. of beautiful 
wreaths had been laid at the base of the 
memorial, the empty spaces were filled by 
the modest floral offerings of Montreuil’s 
little children. 

Six hundred persons sat down to a 
luncheon following the ceremony. M. 
Maginot presided, with Lady Haig and 
Lord Jellicoe on either side. There were 
no speeches, but M. Maginot proposed the 
health of King George, and Lord Tyrrell 
that of the President of the French 
Republic.

ing at a banquet given in his honour 
Rs gon, Lord Wil ingdon, the Viceroy, 
said he had arrived in India at a time when 
it required steady heads and stout hearts to 
surmount the difficulties which lay before 
them, but it was no time for depression or 
pessimism, for difficulties were made to be 
overcome. They must work together in a spirit 
of co-operation and good-will until the diffi- 
culties were swept away. The economic and 
financial situation were causing much anxiety, 
but certain things had happened in the 
last few days which opened a new vista of 
hope. 

First there was the Prime Minister’s state- 
ment in the House of Commons, and he could 
hardly have given more solid proof of his 
friendship for India than by his statement 
regarding financial support for India. His 
Majesty’s Government had helped to create 
confidence, the beneficial effects of which 
would be immediately felt, both by the 
eneral public and by the Government of 
ndia. Then there was the relief. furnished 
by His Majesty’s Government in its ready 
response to President Hoover's lead, by 
which India would be relieved of a sum of 
£600,000. 

Turning to the situation in India, Lord 
Willingdon said thére were two very im- 
portant quéstions much in the public mind 
when he arrived first: the settlement with 
Mr, Gandhi and the question of the further 
activities of the Reund Table Conference. 
With regard to the first, he had taken over 
the duty of implementing the agreement, and 
would endeavour to see its terms carried out. 
He was also able to say with complete con- 
fiderice that he knew that Mr. Gandhi was 
equally sincere in his desire to carry out its 
terms. With regard to the resumed discus- 
sions in London, he could have wished that 
they might have been started earlier than 
September, but he hoped that all important 
interests would be present at the Conference, 
and he appealed to all without distinction of 
race, caste or creed to help him to carry out 
the terms of the settlement, so as to secure 
the best possible atmosphere in which to con- 
tinue the efforts towards a solution of the 
controversies still unsettled, and to carry for- 
ward the discussions on constitutional reform. 

In conclusion, Lord Willingdon said he 
could not help feeling that there was an 
atmosphere of pessimism, and even doubts, 
regarding the maintenance of the British con- 
nection. He was convinced, however, that the 
overwhelming majority of princes and people 
of India wanted the British connection to re- 
main. The character of the Administration 
would be different, for they were all working 
towards the time when Indians would take 
over the administration of their own affairs 
and be equal partners with other Dominions. 
When that came it would be the cul. 
minating point in the greatest piece of Empire 
service that the world had ever known.

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MINING BOARD 
FOR FREE STATE. 


MAIN PROVISIONS OF 
‘NEW BILL. 
ARBITRARY POWERS FOR 

MINISTER. 


——

TS setting up of a new Board to deal 


with mines.and minerals in the Free 

State is the main feature of the bill 
introduced by Mr. P. McGilligan, Minister for 
industry and Commerce, in the Dail last 
week, and now issued for publication. The 
bill, among other things, authorises the 
making of leases of mines “nd minerals belong. 
ing to or vested in the Free State, the making 
of provision for facilitating the working of 
other mines and minerals, and the amending 
of the law with respect to mines. 

The Mining Board will corsist of a chair- 
man and two ordinary members. The chair- 
man must be a practising barrister of at 
least ten years’ standing, while one of the 
members must be a member of the panel of 
official arbitrators under the Acquisition of 
Land (Assessment of Con pensation) Act, 1919. 
and the other an officer of the Ministry. These 
shall be appointed for any period the Minister 
thinks fit. Their remuneration shall be fixed 
by the Minister for Finance. 

The Board shall meet at such times and 
plaves as the regulations made by the Minister 
shall define, and these regulations will also 
prescribe if, and when, the public may be 
admitted_to the sittings of the Board. The 
Board will have powers similar to those of 
the High Court in the matter of summoning 
witresses, compelling the production of docu- 
ments, and in regard to contempt of Court. 


OBSTRUCTION PENALTY. 


The Board will have a secretary and such 
other officers as are considered necessary subject 
to the consent oi the Minister for Finance. 
The Board's officers shall be empowered to 
enter lands and make such investigations as 
may be considered necessary. Any person 
obstructing them may become liable to a fine 
not exceeding £10. 

Part III. of the bill deals in comprehensive 
detail with the leasing of State mines and 
minerals. The lessee will have the right of 
entry for the purpose of experimenting, sub 
ject to liability for damage. 

In the case of non-State mines and minerals. 
where mines are incapable of being worked 
without the coneurrence of two or more per 
sons, and are thereby liable to be left perma 
nently unworked, the Minister may grant to 
any person interested in such mnnerals the 
right to work them. He may take a similar 
step in a case where minerals are not being 
efficiently worked. The Minister is further 
empowered to grant certain auxiliary rights 
necessary to proper and efficient working 

Part V. deals with restrictions on work- 
ing of minerals required for support. Where 
a person interested in the land alleges that 
such working is liable to endanger buildings 
on the land he may apply to the Minister 
for an order of restriction. Application may 
also be made in the case where national 
monuments are likely to be affected. In Part 
VI. provision is made regarding fees payable 
for applications for grants of rights: right of 
audience at certain inquiries; payment of 
compensation; grants to tenants for life and 
trustees, and costs in relation to inquiries. 

The bill, which is a very comprehensive 
one, is divided into eight parts, including in 
all fifty-five sections.

FIRE FOLLOWS 
ROAD ACCIDENT. 


TWO CARS COLLIDE 
ON BY-PASS. 


PASSENGERS TRAPPED IN 
SMALL VEHICLE.

O men and two women were burned 
: to death after a collision, and four 

people were injured in a collison be- 
tween two cars on the Watford By-Pass, near 
Brockley Hill, Elstree, early yesterday. 

Two of the dead have been identified as 
Sybil Dickson, of Burdett road, Bow, Lon- 
don, and Charles Brown, of Thorticy New 
road, Bolton. 

The second man is believed to be Mr. 
Milton Green, of the Middlesex Hospital, 
but the second woman was so badly burned 
that her description and age cannot be de- 
finitely ascertained. 

The injured people were Miss Gwendoline 
Mathews, of Seymour bas Fulham road, 
London; Miss Mollie Mitchell, oí Delaware 
Mansions, Maida Vale, London; Betty 
Rogers, of Portsdown road, Maida Vale, 
London; and Tokvickhiro Gomu, a Japanese 
visitor to London, from Tokio. Mr. Milton 
Green is a native of Brooklyn, New York. 

Miss Rogers and Mr. Gomu were detained 
in the Redhill Hospital, Edgware, and Miss 
Mitchell: and Miss Matthews left the hospi- 
tal after treatment, and entered a nursing 
home. Mr. Gomu burnt his hand very badly 
in trying to pull people out of the fire. 

After the smash the smaller car caught fire 
and waa completely burned out. The other 
‘ar, although actually not catching fire, was 
badly damaged. 

Police inquiries established that the four 
dead people were all in the small car. The 
inquest will be opened at Hendon Town Hall 


to-morrow morning. 


HEARD A CRASH. 


Mrs. Gough, who lives in a cottage over- 
looking the by pass, told a reporter that 
shortly after midnight she heard a terrific 
crash. 

“TI dashed to the bedroom window. I saw 
a huge sheet of flame on the by-pass and little 
black figures struggling in a roaring furnace. 

“ A great glare lit up the whole district. I 
vould just make out that two care were burn- 
ing. y husband and two daughters imme- 
diately rushed out, while I telephoned for the 
police, the ambulance and the fire brigade.’ 

Miss Gough, one of the daughters of Mrs. 
Gough, told the story of her effort to save 
one of the women who was burned to death. 

“Just as we got to the ,” she said, 
“a woman rolled through the flames on to 
the road: She was conscious, and her clothes 
were burning. ‘I am dying,’ she cried to 
me. She was taken awa~ in a motor car to 
hospital. Through the leaping flames I could 
see two people hanging out of the windows 
of the blazing car. 

‘It was a ‘baby’ car, and it was locked 
head-on with the larger car. I could hear 
terrible cries coming from them, bit we 
could do nothing. The petrol which had 
flown over the roadway was blazing, and we 
could not get near the ears.”

BOOT AND SHOE 
INDUSTRY. 


EFFECT OF FREE STATE 
TARIFFS. 


-- 


Mr. R. J. Hearne, honorary secretary of 
the Free State Boot Manufacturers’ Associa 
tion, writes :— 

“During the debate on the Finance RR 
in the Dail on the 25th inst., the position 
of the boot and shoe industry was alluded to 
The general impression one would obtain from 
reading the reported remarks of Deputy 
O'Connell is that the industry has made very 
little progress since the tariff was put on, and 
that the boot and shoe manufacturers have 
failed to develop their business under the 
protection they enjoy. A tariff of 15 per 
cent. on impo boots and shoes was 
imposed in May, 1924. At that time the 
rumber of persons employed was 359 on part 
time only. In September, 1930. the number 
of full-time workers was 1.227. While it 
is true that the imports of boots and shoes 
of all kinds show an increase during the past 
seven yéars, such increase is almost sole’ 
due to greater imports of shoes of rubber 
and other materials, which are not made by 
the boot and shoe manufacturers. The actual 
pee of the factories was :—1% 

1.820 dozen pairs; 1929, 43,445 dozen pairs 
1930, 58,000 ozen pairs. These figures snow 
that the production in 1930 was approximately 
175.000 pairs over 1929, or an increase uí 
35 per cent. 

“When the tariff was imposed in 192! 
there were only four shoe factories ™ 
Operation. There are now nine factories, a! 
of which have spent considerable n 
extending their plant and eguinment 
will, therefore, be seen that in em: 
production, new factories and capital expen¢ 
ture there has been marked progress in the 
industry. It should be pointed t tha 
much lighter shoes are now being 
especially by ladies, and that the acfua 
sumption in the Free State is grea‘:

T is a tendency for the ground to 


me on the firm side, but this 
should not be the case on the July 
course at headquarters this week. This de- 
lightful meeting commences on Tuesday, and 
altho h many races have not a large accept- 
ance this has been caused by the coughing 
épidemic, which is very prevalent at present.

and I expect to see an improved Padishah. 
The Stud Produce Stakes will not require 
the same amount of winning, and the best 
of the opposition would be iiveni-en im- 
proving Coronach colt, who is a half-brother 
to Salmon Trout, ? 

The July Cup on Thursday will be worth 
watching, with Stingo opposed by Xandover, 
Fleeting Memory, is i Lemnarchus, and 
althoug Lemnarchus will be strongly 
fancied I think it will take something very 
good to lowér the flag of Stingo as long as 
he is kept to weight-for-age races. His style 
of winning at Ascot was brilliant, and his 
excellent trainer, Percy Lowe, knows how to 
keep him at concert pitch. I fally antici- 
pate that Xandover will prove the better 
proposition as a sprinter, and this has been 
my contention, since seeing him run in the 
Victoria Cup at Hurst Park in the spring. 

The Princess of Wales's Stakes will not 
see the cracks in the field, and Sir Andrew 
is not a certain starter. Cameronian, Jacopo, 
Parenthesis, and The Recorder are certain 
non-runners, and I believe Pomme d’Api will 
not take part. Lawson will rely on Mr. 
Cazelet’s Shell Transport in preference to 
Lord Astor’s Birthday Book and Bach, who 
had an easy task in the North Derby, and 
it looks as if the race will not want much 
winning. 

A SLOW STARTER. 

There is not a great deal of Pollux, but 
I am a great admirer of this colt in action, 
and on Friday he can run in the Fulbourne 
Stakes. Mr. Rothschild’s colt has gained 
a 12ib. penalty, and it might not be that 
concession which will beat him as much as 
the time he requires to find his stride. At 
Ascot, in the Chesham Stakes, he did not 
come on the scene until Golden Hair colt had 
put the issue beyond doubt, and this Pharos 
colt is a game one, and a stayer. 

The Sandown executive had to compete 
with such attractions as the Test Match at 
Lovd’s and the flying pageant at Hendon, 
aud they should have been satisfied with the 
large company who were present to witness 
some good racing. The weathir was again 
delightfully pleasant, and there was certainly 
a summer atmosphere during the afierndon. 

One expects to find some promising new- 
comers amongst the British Dominion two- 
vear-olds, but, taking the field on the whole, 
they were nothing out of the ordinary. Mr. 
Michalinos had a nice litile colt in (Cos- 
patrick, who has already proved his value, 
while Sir Ake Bailey's Diomedes—Luminant 
coil is a taller individual, endowed with 
quality, 

STRATHCARRON’S PROMISE. 

IT liked Strathearron, whom Lord Wool- 
avington purchased from Mr. J. J. Maher 
for 4,100 guineas, and this is a strong colt 
who will make a racehorse. In the race he 
took some time to get really going, and by 
then Jord Glanely’s Grand Stvle had poached 
a lead which Strathcarron could not make 
any impression upon. He ran on well to 
finish second, and Mr. Arkwright’s Slavia.

INDIA STOCKS. 

The decision of the Home Government to 
cive financial support to India, if the neces- 
sity should arise, pending the settlement of 
constitutional problems, eaused a sharp rise 
in India Government stocks.

THE OUTLOOK. ~~ 

President ‘Hoover’s offer to Germany must 
be regarded as the first serious attempt, to 
deal with the major problems arising out of 
the war. It is long overdue, and not 
go nearly far enough,. but, in view of the 
tenor of some of the comments in 


stand the reasons for the long delay in taking 
this step (writes The Sunday Times). 
Hardly less important than the original offer 
1s the fact that it was accepted by France— 
even though reservations were attached to 
that acceptance. For this country there 1s 
no direct financial gain—quite the reverse, 
since it is estimated to involve the loss of 
£11,000,000 to the current Budget—but the 
moral effect of a restoration of confidence in 
place of a feeling of profound insecurity 
should make the sacrifice worth while. From 
the buying of American securities which fol- 
lowed the announcement it is evident that the 
United States is expected to benefit most from 
the temporary remission of debt, which, by 
increasing the purchasing power of European 
countries, should go far to arrest the serious 
slump in the external trade of the United 
States and to check the giowth of unemploy 
ment. Whether the relief to Germany will 
be adequate remains to be seen. A week ago 
there’ was a serious risk of a political and 
financial crisis of the first magnitude, but it 
may now be hoped that the danger has dis- 
appeared. The difficulties of bankers with 
German connections have been materially 
lessened by recent developinents. It may be 
hoped that the Stock markets will maintain 
the increased activity to which recent events 
have given rise, and that public interest in 
securities with an element of speculation will 
increase. There is certainly plenty of scope 
for further improvement in most markets, but 
it is as well to realise that much of the recent 
buying was by professionals, who hope to re 
sell to the public at a profit. 


FACTORS TO BE WATCHED. 

Two factors which need to be kept in mind 
by those who seek to determine the course 
of markets in the near future are commodity 
prices and the American position. So far, 
while commodity prices have been firm under 
the new epirit of optimism, the principal im- 
provement has been seen in base metals 
(says The Observer). Should the upward 
movement continue the influence would be 
widespread. Better prices for primary com- 
modities would mean a recovery in the ex- 
change of depressed countries, such as Aus- 
tralia and the South American States. It 
would also mean an increase in their buying 
power, with good effects on the trade of 
countries dependent on the export of manu- 
factured goods. One thing is quite certain. 
The rise in Stock market prices will not be 
maintained unless it is accompanied by an 
improvement in world trade conditions, The 
American position is to a large extent bound 
up with trade developments. At the same time 
it mnst not be overlooked that a large amount 
of frozen securities is awaiting  liquida- 
tion in Wall street once prices rise above 
the ‘‘ruination’’ level of recent weeks. Any 
substantial reaction there will certainly in- 
fluence markets here. In this connection it 
is important to notice that authoritative 
warnings are being given in the United States 
against too much optimism. Moody's Invest- 
ment Service, for instance, declares that 
‘‘there is no such thing as an overnight cure 
for the business depression,” and adds that 
the immediate burst of enthusiasm with which 
the proposed debt moratorium has been greeted 
both in the security and the commodity 
markets “cannot and will not last.” On 
the other hand, the Federal Reserve state- 
ment issued on Saturday indicates that the 
American central banks have suddenly re- 
versed their position and entered on a period 
of mild inflation.
